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Paved Roads Help Everybody 


War being what it is today, primarily an industrial enter- 


prise manned by mechanics and fought with machine-tools, 
there is little optimism as to business benefits from the National 
Defense program throughout agricultural regions such as our 
own. But we would like to get a paved highway out of this'pro- 
gram, such a highway as No. 29 — not a trunk line, perhaps, 
but the direct route between Barksdale Field at Shreveport and 
the East. 
Had southwest Arkansas been as 


-©united on highway matters as cer- 


tain other sections are we should have 
gotten action before now. 


For instance, there has been unit- 


ed and relentless pressure brought 
to bear to keep construction rolling 
on No. 71, the Kansas, City-New Or- 
leans road through Texarkana. But 
there is no particular reason why this 
highway should outrank the altern- 
ate route which runs through Nash- 
ville and Hope to Shreveport. 


If Nashville and Hope would stand 


shoulder to shoulder we ought to be 
able to get pavement on both No. 
29 from the Louisiana line to Hope 
0 
— 
and on No. 4 which is the continua- 


r rOpOSeS l«On- 
t'on of this road from Hope through 
Washington and Ozan to Nashville. 


Trying to maintain a first-class 


gravel road on these heavily-traveled 
routes is a tragic business. Towns- 
men and farmers alike should be will- 
ing to lay aside all differences and 
work toward the common end of get- 
ting pavement in place of gravel. 


I know some people in every town 


feel that a paved road takes business 
away from it to a larger city. Pro- 
bably some folks in Nashville feel 
that a paved No. 4 would hurt Nash- 
ville and help Hope. 


All I can say is that we have some 


people in Hope, too, who probably 
feel that paving No. 29 is a dubious 
business as regards the prosperity of 
Hope. They fear it will help Shreve- 
port and hurt Hope; 


Well, there's another side .to the 


story-the side all of us believe in 
who are agitating more and better 
highways, You'ye.,simply got~to -be- 
lieve that in a nation like. America 
good highways always ,contribute to 
the material welfare of the people 
as a whole, and that each city and 
countryside will get its share of bene- 
fits. 


Paving No. 29 may—and will—take 


some business from Hope to Shreve- 
port. But it will be the kind of bus- 


[incss we lose anyway—business that 
goes drifting off to Little Rock. 


On the other hand, a paved No 29 


means quick access to Hope for' all 
the folks who live around Lewisville 
and Stamps . . . And in return, folks 
along the highway can get to Lewis- 
ville and Stamps more conveniently 
—and therefore more frequently. 


Paved highways help everybody—as 


every real American believes.

7668 motor ve- 
hicles, and 763 airplanes, to say noth- 
ing of two submarines, four destroy- 
ers, and four motor torpedo boats. 
Ninety-one Italian worships engaged 
in Spanish war activities: 92 steamers 
ferried the supplies: Italian submarines 
sank 72,800 tons of "hostile" shipping. 


ttaly was never "in" the Spanish 


war, of course, even when Italian- 
uniformed troops under Italian of- 
ficers were taking active part in the 
campaigns. These were "volunteers." 


But read over the list of equip- 


ment sent, which one presumes to be 
in addition to the eqxiipment carried 
and used by .the Italian "volunteers" 
themselves. Note how closely it paral- 
lels the kind of equipment which 
the United States has been selling to 
Britain, and which it is now pro- 
posed to provide on a "lend or lease" 
basis. 
• 


Surely there is going to be no com- 


plaint from Italy, Germany, or Rus- 
sia about the United States sup- 
plying to a friendly power engaged 
in an international, war the same 
kind of materials 'which all three 
of these states supplied to one side 
of a civil war within one country a 
few short years ago. 


To be just, there has been little 


complaint. Having set the pace for 
such maneuvers, the axis countries 
have, by and large, conceded the 
right of the United States to supply 
Britain. 


What might have been considered a 


"cause" for war a few years ago is 
no longer considered to be such. The 
kind of war now raging in Europe 
does not depend on the often-flimsy 
"causes" which pac-loving countries 
used to be so eager to avoid. This 
kind of war is oftes not even declared, 
but simply waged without warning 
whenever the aggressor country be- 
lieves there is. advantage to be de- 
rived from it.

Living Cost Is 


Car Sale Factor 


Foils to Climb 
in Relation to 
Wage Increase 


Noteworthy but Uncommented upon 


in explaining the soaring sales of 
new and used cars has been the fail- 
ure of the cost of living lo climb in 
relation to wages, according to D. U 
Bathrick. general sales manager of 
Pontiac Motor Division. 


Interpreting a national scale of liv- 


ing index, Bnthrick points out that 
the spread between wages and living 
expenses has reached a record high. 


In 1933, according 'to the index, now 
earns ?157,49 at the same*job. How- 
ever, in 1033 this hypothetical family 
spent every cent of wages to live be- 
cause living expenses and wages were 
parallel. Today while the family is 
earning $157.49 it is spending for liv- 
ng expenses only $130.7G for the same 
standard of living. 


"This widening margin between in- 


come and outgo for routine living 
certainly is being reflected in auto- 
mobile sales," Bathrick commented 
In the case of this hypothetical fam- 
ly there is a cumulative margin of 
27 a month—more than enough to 
innnce the purchase of n new car. 
"That this money is being diverted 


nlo the purchase of new and used 
ars and other consumer goods is 
quite evident from sales figures in the, 
ndustry which cotninue to set records,' 
month after month."

,But even those words of sad long- 
ing expressed something that they re- 
alized was gone. 
t Then suddenly, what a change took 
place! There came the stories of those 
who had seen the risen Lord, of the 
women at the tomb, of other reap- 
pearances, and now the strange figure 
who joined the two sad travelers 
on the walk to Emmaus and who con- 
versed so freely and sympathetically 
with them concerning the events that 
had brought them to the verge of des- 
pair. 


Words cannot begin to express the 


strangeness 
and power of the ex- 


perience as their 
Companion 
was 


made known to them in the break- 
ing of bread, and they realized that 
they had been walking and talking 
with their risen Lord. 


These are difficult things to un- 


derstand, They bring us into a world 
of mystery that is beyond our or- 
dinary experiences and comprehens- 
ion.
